HOW AND WHERE OUR BIBLES ARE MADE, 


We take the reader this time to the stately 
brick building which occupies the entire tri- 
angular block in New York bounded by Third 
‘and Fourth Avenues, and Eighth an 

Streets, where the visitor will be sure to be 
treated with courtesy and his inquiries answered 
by intelligent and obliging officials. 

The guide takes us first to see the sixty horse- 
power engine, as to the presiding yet impris- 
oned genius of the place. Down in its dungeon, 
gloomy and dark, it is doing a work superhuman, 
and is the motor of the whole huge building, 
while four hundred human workers are directing 
it and doing the work super-machinal, 

There are two elevators to convey up and 
down materials, bundles, books, machines, but 
none for the people, either employés or visitors ; 
and by the time we reach the top, we are wel 

_aware the Bible House is six stories high! ;

A publishing house, printing the same book 
all the time, differs from those that issue new 
works; nearly all its work is done from electro- 
type and stereotype plates, of which the Society 
owns 120 sets, comprising about 65,000 pages, 
arranged in boxes and kept when not in use in 
a fire-proof vault. In type-setting only three or 
four hands are required—for the Bible Record, 
published once a month, parts of the gospels as 
they come out in new languages, documents, 
reports, circulars, and when new electrotype 
plates are needed—more hands being hired when 
they have extra work. Thus when we came to 
the composing-room we found but few composi- 
tors, and those setting up the four Gospels and 
the Acts in Benga, a language of the west coast 
of Africa, partly a reprint and partly a new trans- 
lation in manuscript. The general practice is to 
import the foreign versions for which there is 
but a small sale here, and to publish them where 
the language is spoken. While our English has 
twenty-seven characters, the Arabic has some 
four hundred; we can readily see the foreign 
work is best done on its own ground. 

We have set out to describe, not book-making 
in toto, but Bible-making. And here we arrive 
at the very starting-point—the paper wareroom ; 
here are piles upon piles of blank paper in all 


varieties, destined in very short space to come 


out the finished Bible. The supply of paper is 
kept on hand as long ahead as is necessary, sev- 
eral months in advance or more, governed by 
the market. 

Next, we come to the printing-presses. There 
are sixteen Adams presses, three stop-cylinder 
presses of R. Hoe & Co., with two job presses 


\for small work. This machinery is capable of 


printing about 6,000 books per day. The wheels 
are going furiously, and one shudders lest he be 
caught, drawn in and crushed. Here come the 
blank sheets of white paper. They are laid on 
the revolving cylinder or the flat press, and be- 
fore we can see the impression, quick as light- 
ning, the sheet is printed. Of the agate Bible 
they print a copy a minute, of the cheap five-cent 
Testament about four copies a minute. Finer 
work of course requires longer time. The paper, 
having caught the impression from the well- 
inked plate, is taken off and hung by the quire 
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over drying frames, and there left about two 
weeks to dry. The peculiarity of their book- 
making obviates the necessity of haste in the 
process, so there is no need of drying machines 
to do it more rapidly. . 1 

After the drying the sheets are next put into 
the huge hydraulic presses, where we see some 
forty reams of paper under six hundred tons 
pressure. They are then counted, and laid away 
in store-rooms till wanted, or delivered to the 
bindery if needed at once. The large sheets 
have upon them sixteen or more pages of the 
Bible, and now they go to the pointers and are 
pointed alike, to show the cutters where to slice 
them off in exact lines, after which they are 
ready for the folder, or the folding-machines, 
Each large sheet is divided into portions that 
are to be folded, numbered from one up, and 
called signatures. After the folding, those of the 
same signature are laid together and stored in 
boxes, the number on the top. The signatures 
to be used at once are laid in order on a circular 
table, and are examined to see if correct. Then 
the gatherer walks quickly around, takes one 
signature from each pile, and at the end lays 
down the printed book, complete. Now the 
backs are put under the saw to prepare for sew- 
ing, with raised or sunk band, cock is the name 
they give the strong twine over which the sewer 
stitches the leaves firmly together; breaking off 
at each volume, then commencing the next until 
“the bench” (or six books) is finished. The 
large room where the sewing is done is a lively 
place, with the swift-flying needles of eighty 
women, and whence go these benches of books 
from their hands ready for binding. In one sense 
the cheapest book with the cheapest binding is 
the most valuable, in that it serves more readers. 
The multitude cannot buy Turkey morocco or 
gilt, but they can buy the handsome, neat, cloth- 
bound book, the twenty-five cent agate Bible, 
of which the Society prints sixty an hour, or the 
five-cent Testament, of which for two years there 
have been made a thousand a day. 

In following up (or rather down, as respects 
the SnlES), this process of Bible-making, we have 
now reached the bindery. The prepared cloth, 
stiffened for its purpose, lies in rolls. These are 
cut into the shapes and sizes required for the 
outer dress of the book. The cheap covers are 
completed at once. The upper, under, and back 
are printed, embossed or stamped with title and 
ornaments; the back is lined with muslin to 
strengthen it; two leaves of white paper are 
pasted together to face the cover; the binder 

rushes it over well with glue, and it is drawn 
on the book. A machine then cuts the edges; 
the backs are rounded by the hammer, which 
gives the convex oa to the front edge of the 
book, and we have bound our five-cent Testa- 


ment or our myRnaT AVS cent Bible. 


The cost of Bibles ranges from twenty-five 
cents to twenty-seven dollars, and for these 
there are various details of manufacture which 
we have not described. There are a backing 
machine, whose work is to make the back fit 
on like a hinge; the more elaborate sewing, to 
make the book pliable, and the gilding of the 
edges. For gilding, the book is placed between 
boards, the gold leaf is laid on the repared 
edges, and when dry is burnished with blood- 
stone and agate, pe imperial type, gilt edges, 
morocco binding, silk lined, embellish the more 
expensive books, het j 
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The Bible for the blind is a special work re- 
quiring a raised letter instead of a sunken one. 
Of these, the past year they have issued three 
hundred and fifty-six, and during thirty-seven 
years, eleven thousand five hundred and ninety- 
two. 

The rule of the house is to sell Bibles at cost. 
The more they manufacture, the cheaper they 
can sell them. The foreman said he would that 
they printed editions of a hundred thousand; 
now they issue editions of from four thousand 
to fifty thousand. In the salesroom there are 
specimens of every variety. They tell us the 
demand constantly increases. And, as we come 
through the packing-room, they are filling an 
order requiring twenty-three boxes. 

Last of all are we shown into the Managers’ 
room, which is adorned with portraits of six 
presidents of the Society, Elias Boudinot, Presi- 
dent of Congress and Director of the United 
States Mint, who gave the Society ten thousand 
dollars, John Jay the famous patriot, Richard 
Varick, \onn Cotton Smith, Theodore ‘Freling- 
huysen, and Luther Bradish. There are also 
portraits and prints of other distinguished friends 
of the Society, including Lord Bexley and the 
Earl of Shaftesbury. ; 

The present century is distinguished for putting 
in circulation, through our own and the British 
Society, versions of the Scriptures in two hundred 
and thirty languages or dialects. Four-fifths of 
this is the direct fruit of modern scholarship and 
missionary enterprise, and one-fourth of it in- 
cludes the whole Bible. The Testament is trans- 
lated into Japanese; the Bible has been revised 
in five different colloquials of China; there is a 
new edition of the Testament in the language 
of the Gilbert Islands, and of Genesis in that of 
the Marshall Islands. A translation has been 
made into the Zulu, into the Mponewe, the most 
important language of Equatorial Africa, into 
the Muskokee and Dakota, the latter spoken 
by fifty thousand Indians. Drs. Williamson and 
Riggs gave forty years to this Dakota version. 
The Arabic Bible cost Drs. Eli Smith and Van 
Dyck the labour of sixteen years. Dr.Schauffler 
was fourteen years preparing the Osmanlee ver- 
sion, and Dr. Schereschewsky devoted fifteen 
years to translating the Bible into the Man- 
darin Colloquial. The past year is marked 
by completing the Bible in the Turkish lan- 
guage. 

At our Centennial the Society had a very 
handsome stand, and at the Paris Exposition 
the gate of the Trocadaro was distinguished by 
a depository, where the Gospels, Psalms, Bibles, 
and Testaments were sold or given away. We 
saw an old French soldier in the /ardin des 
flantes, dividing his time between the Parisien 
Journal and a Gospel of John, the latter a gift 
from the Exposition, From the way he handled 
it, we judged it to be a rare sight to him. 

As a matter of supply and demand, the busi- 
ness of printing’ Bibles can no more cease than 
seed time and harvest, for the world can no 
better exist without the one than the other.

The correspondence of the American Bible 
Society from foreign lands presents this month, 
as usual, a series of sketches illustrating the va- 
rious phases of Bible work among pagans, Mo- 
hammedans, and nominally Christian people. In 
Kiang-Si and Nan-Chang-Fu our representative 
was attended by an armed escort, designed for his 
protection, and so well disposed that the whole 
force, “eight soldiers, four constables and their 
corporal, all in regimentals and under the colours 
of the fighting ‘dragon,’” laid aside their weapons 
and took part in selling the Scriptures. In Japan 
the experiment of selling Scriptures from a hand- 
cart has met with marvellous success, and even 
in the streets of the ancient sacred capital, where 
not long ago it was perilous to offer the gospel 
for sale, one man, unaided, in-a single day dis- 
posed of 500 separate portions. In Persia, on 
the other hand, Mr. Whipple has sent his colpor- 
teurs among the soldiers, but they have had to 
work very cautiously lest Mohammedan inter- 
ference should abridge the little liberty hitherto 
extended to them; and in Austria, the visit of 
the humble colporteur to the cottage, the tene- 
ment house, and the workshop is the only method 
by which the subjects of a nominally Christian 
government can be supplied with the inspired 
books of their religion. 

Mr. Whipple’s detention in Oroomiah and his 
perilous journey from that city to Tabreez, de- 
scribed in another page, are in marked contrast 
to Dr. Gulick’s peaceful trip to Western Japan 
and across the Inland Sea. 

Some of the embarrassments and discomforts 
of life in Turkey are vividly portrayed by Dr. 
Bliss in a letter dated at Constantinople, Feb- 
| ruary 1st. His own health is poor, and the ex- 

bs citement of perpetual perils is unfavourable. We 
quote His own words: 

The state of the city is anything but comfort- 
able. .Dr. Byington’s house in Scutari was en- 
tered a few nights since by thieves, who took a 
great many things. Not a night passes but that 
robberies take place close to us. We hear pistol 
shots at every hour of the night. One of the 
servants at the house was going two nights since 
about half-past seven in the evening to his home, 
and not far from our house was met by a patrol 
ef four armed. men who demanded his money, 
and when he told them that he had none, they 
rudely and violently pulled off his clothes and 
were above measure angry to find his words 
true. Such are our night guardians. Our nights 
are not very helpful to sweet repose, for we know 
not but that desperate ruffians will be at our 
bedside to torture and rob us. The terror is 
general in our part of the city, and what to do 
the people know not. A policeman came to me 
Saturday night and begged that I would give 
- him fifty cents, as he was in great distress and 
did not get his monthly stipend at all from the 


government. This is no uncommon occurrence, 
and we cannot do otherwise than give. Still our 
hope is in the Lord.

CHINA. 


In Mr. John Thorne’s report for September, 
1880, we are advised of a visit made to the 
famous porcelain manufacturing place of China, 
King-Ter-Chen, upwards of one hundred and 
forty miles from the port of Kiu-Kiang, in the 
northeastern part of Kiang-Si province. It is 
situated on the left bank of a mountain stream, 
at the head of rapid boat navigation, and at no 
great distance from the border line of An-Hui 
province. Here, as inall places new to foreigners 
in China, the authorities are doubly vigilant, and 
only under escort from the Yamen and barracks 
can the visitor walk the streets. The porcelain 
making city has until lately been as a sealed 
book to all outsiders, the Chinese workmen 
being naturally jealous of all new comers. 

The way has, however, been now opened by 
divine providence for the spread of the gospel 
of Christ, and very many books have already 
gone into the workmen’s hands, who literally 
have been sitting in darkness; for we are told 
that heavy folds of smoke from hundreds of 
furnaces envelope the whole city and its river 
craft, as in a pall for all time, day in and day 
out, with hardly an intermission throughout the 
entire year. We do not advocate the spread of 
the gospel of Christ under an escort, armed or 
unarmed, as in this case was witnessed, yet as 
the Chinese government are by treaty bound to 
see their guests well received, treated, and cared 
for, we can certainly take no exception to their 
practices in the far interior and far west, and 
their evident desire to keep clear of the first 
breach of the peace. May not some Christian 
governments reciprocate that feeling and action? 

When missionaries and colporteurs frequent 
one place often enough to dull the normal curi- 
osity of the Chinamen, then the necessity for a 
guard or escort would appear to cease. This 
is as it should be; for no missionary or other 
labourer in the field, or pioneer of the cross at 
the front, would of his own free will care to cal] 
upon the government officials for any such aid 
in furthering the ordinary daily work in hand. 

King-Ter-Chen is by no means an imposing 
place to the visitor by land or water. Its cloud 
banner thrown out against a golden autumn sky 
is not attractive. It is, as seen from the present 
water level, really a mean looking place. Heaps 
upon heaps of rubbish from the furnaces are 
piled up by the river side, and serve to hide all 
save the peaks and gable ends of the houses, 
But when this waste is surmounted, the usual 
China city river front presents itself. This city 
stretches along its high bank for three miles, 
and back toward the encircling hills for half or 
three-quarters of a mile. It is not a walled 
place; the Chen of its name designating a city 
or mart, or manufacturing place, having certain 
privileges not granted usually to unwalled towns. 
In plain English, its name may be rendered, the 
“lustrous excellence” mart. Of course there 
is a long street running from end to end of the 
place, and on this street the shops and people 
too do crowd and congregate; side lanes and 
blind aliey-ways; open squares and cross roads 
are mostly given up to the large manufacturing 
trades-people, their wares being piled up from 
floor to ceiling, showing in their looks strength 
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as an excellence. Behind open perpendicular 
bars of wood all these things are seen. 

letter or letters of introduction are needed 
for more extended surveys within doors. The 
crowds made no great show of either curiosity 
or resistance to the Bible seller’s walks wher- 
ever he chose to go on the public highways. 
But throughout the whole visit under review 
nothing harsher than the cry of “ foreign devil” 
was raised; and this being nipped -in the bud 
upon first landing never became trenchant or 
burdensome to the stranger. No sticks, no 


’ stones, and no “bulldozing” overtook or over- 


turned him. Instead thereof the guard threw 
down their batons of office and buckled up to 
a new work, no less than that of selling Scrip- 
tures; and by voice and action—enthusiastic if 
cu please—the gospel “good news,” in the 
interest of Christ’s “kingdom come” and for 
account of the American Bible Society, was 
apparently very clearly made known to the 
people, through the medium of eight soldiers, 
four constables, and a leader or corporal—all 
in regimentals and under the colours of the 
fighting “dragon.” 

In contradistinction to all this fussy demon- 
stration at Kin-Ter-Chen there was at Jao-Chou- 
Fu, the chief city of the department, nothing 
visible, that place having been visited time 
and again by colporteurs and others; and the 
authorities make their city free to foreigners 
without the trouble of an escort. But at Nan- 
Chang-Fu, the capital of the province, the escort 
again put in an appearance with other officials, 
and came to the front as upon a former occasion. 
Here too, as elsewhere in China, where the word 
of life has been permitted to enter, God would 
seem to be working really miracles in taming 
down the passions and prejudices of the rulers 
and the ruled, and bringing all to understand at 
least the motives which actuate the missionary 
work in China—that they are good and not bad. 

The members of Christ’s church throughout 
the whole world are missionaries in every sense 
of the word, if they are at all Christians. All 
cannot be in the field or at the front, some must 
remain in the rear, but all can pray that some 
“Luther,” in this present closing century, may 
be raised up here in China, whose voice, as the 
mouth-piece ‘or trumpet of Jehovah, will be 
heard by his countrymen throughout the length 
and breadth of the land, protesting against fur- 
ther worship of idols of stock and stone and 
gilded mud. For our God is a jealous God, and 
will have no other gods before him. Pray then 
that these Scriptures may be fulfilled in this our 
day; and as in the beginning when God said, 
“Let there be light,” so may the same words be 
uttered by the Holy Spirit, and this darkened 
empire be brought to see ¢he Hight.

A JOURNEY IN WESTERN JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA, December, 1880. 


A trip to the west of Kobe, along the shores 
and among the almost innumerable islets of the 
Inland Sea, in the early days of November, 1880, 
was one of the privileges of a Bible agent. My 
object was to acquaint myself with the interests 
of the Bible work, and to arrange for its enlarge- 
ment in connection with the missionaries of the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions. I was accompanied by my sister, Miss 


Julia A. Gulick. Our land travelling was accom- 


plished in the ubiquitous two-wheeled vehicles 
drawn by men, called jimrikishas. The autum- 
nal crops of golden, heavy-eared rice were 
being rapidly harvested, and winter wheat, 
turnips, and beans, were being almost simul- 
taneously planted in the same ground. Every 
available adult hand was in the fields, and all the 
slightly-built, over-worked cows were patiently 
dragging very primitive plows. It was surpass- 
ingly interesting, that, notwithstanding all this 
drive, the large, showy, foreign-styled school- 
houses, many of them two stories high with 
wings on either side, were full of children, who 
occasionally rushed out for recess with the 
boisterous shouts of school-children in other 
lands—a touch of nature that establishes the 
kinship of all children, and that equally tells of 
a very greatly modified Japan (whether for 
better or for worse), in less than a generation 
from now. - - 

At Akashi, fifteen miles from Kobe, we found 
a small organized church, one of whose mem- 
bers is a colporteur under the immediate direc- 
tion of the Home Missionary Society of the 
churches of the American Board’s Mission, and 
partly supported by the American Bible Society, 
in accordance with a plan which is working 
very satisfactorily throughout Western Japan. 
Okayama, 100 miles west of Kobe, is a flourish- 
ing station occupied by Messrs. Berry, Pettee, 
and Carey. A young church is taking up various 
forms of labour, both in the city ef 30,000 and 
in the surrounding country. We met with a 
Sabbath school recently opened in a pottery, in 
which labours are now suspended on the Sab- 
bath, on the supposition that one day in seven 
of rest for its employés will be a_ business 
benefit to the establishment. Dr. Berry’s con- 
nection with the hospital, established by the 
governor of the province, greatly promotes the . 
interests of Christianity in all this region. A 
book and Bible depository has been opened in 
the heart of the city. A colporteur sold in one 
day, subsequent to our visit, 150 Gospels in the 
streets of the city. Two colporteurs are en- 
gaged in the neighbouring towns, under the 
direction of the missionaries, 

Reluctantly leaving our friends in Okayama, 
we pressed fifty miles further west along the 
southern shore of Nippon, meeting on the way 
two small companies of persons interested in 
Christianity, though not yet members of any 
church, It was a pleasure to say a few words 
at each place to stimulate and enlighten these 
partially Christianized souls. In one town we 
were such a curiosity that one public house 
refused to entertain us from fear of the intrusive 
crowds, and the house which finally admitted us 
was at once thronged with a noisy and rough, 
but in their way respectful, throng, of all con- 
ditions and ages, from grey-headed veterans 
down to only just prattling children, eager to 
hear us speak, examine our clothing, and above 
all to see us eat. 

At the town of Oxomichi, which is the mart of 
all this Inland Sea, we hired a sail-boat to carry 
us across to the western end of the island of 
Shikoku, a distance of thirty miles, which is 
often made in five orsix hours, but which from 
stress of weather took us twenty-four. Two 
good-natured, stalwart boatmen skulled and 
sailed the broad, sharply-built boat, while we - 
rendered ourselves as comfortable as we could 
in the cabin, only just high enough to permit of 
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our straightening up our bodies while sitting on 
the floor, The men cooked two meals for us of 
nice, serving them up in their own coarse but 
neat porcelain cups, and at night they let us 
have the use of their own thickly padded com- 
fortables, which, as throughout Japan, serve both 
for beds and for coverings. 

_ A voyage among the numerous picturesque 
islands of the Inland Sea, whether in a stately, 
foreign-built steamer, or in one of the many 
Japanese-built little steamboats that fly back and 
forth through all these waters like busy bees, or 
in Our present unique little flat-bottomed boat, 


- with square sail and hugé rudder, is always an 


event to be remembered. Many of the islands 
are mere rocks of granitic formation, worn into 
fantastic shapes by the action of waves and 
weather; while some are covered with terraced 
culture to their very summits, sustaining a 
dense population, equally with the neighbour- 
ing mainland, 

Jmabari, on the northwest point of Shikoku, is 
neither noted commercially nor politically ; and 
yet, though a town of only about 6,000 inhabit- 
ants, is just now of much interest, as more 
stirred regarding Christianity than any other 
place in Japan in proportion to its size. The 
Rev, Mr. Ise, a graduate of the Kioto Theologi- 
cal School, is the honoured instrument in this 
good work, which he is conducting with such 
energy and wisdom. One of the colporteurs 
under Mr. Ise’s care works here and in the 
surrounding towns. 

A short visit to Matsuyama, in company with 
Rev. Messrs. J. D. Davis, Atkinson, and Ise, was 
the fitting climax of pleasure and interest to 
this very interesting journey. One of our col- 
porteurs takes up work in this large and import- 
ant town of 30,000 people, on the west coast of 
the island, and will also labour in the still larger 
and more important city of Airoshima, on the 
main island. This faithful man tells how he 
visited Imabari three or four years ago to sell 
Scriptures, and of his being able to dispose of 
but one or two copies, while now he sells an 
hundred or more portions a month—an item 
that is but typical of the growth of our work in 
large sections of Japan.

BIBLE SELLING IN TOKIO—SECOND HAND-CART FOR 
OSAKA—JOURNEY OF BIBLE CARRIAGE—A DAY'S 
WORK IN KIYOTO.

Our Bible hand-cart in Tokio reports having 
sold 10,200 Portions, and 121 Testaments, from 
Sept. 21st to Dec. 31st, 1880—a record that gives 
us great encouragement. The cart 1S NOW en- 
tirely in the care of two faithful native Chris- 
tians, who do good work, though, of course, not 
on so large a scale as when the cart was a com- 
plete novelty, and when there was a foreigner 
with it. Others have now carts for selling 
Scriptures and Christian literature in the streets 
of Tokio—some of them being independent 
native workers selling on their own account— 
so rapidly has the success of our experiment 
opened the way. 4 

A second hand-cart, a duplicate of the above 
mentioned, has been made for us and sent to 
Osaka, where it began to be used by Mr. Goble, 
on the 16th of December. Though there were 


several retarding events, 1,500 Portions were 
sold in the streets of Osaka before the close of 
December. It is now in the care of a native 
Christian, who is working successfully with it 
in the streets of the commercial emporium of 
Japan, It is interesting to note, that previous 
to the arrival of our cart in Osaka, a native 
Christian had a cart, much smaller than ours, 
and was selling in the streets, The presence 
of our cart instead of hindering, has largely 
increased his sales, and other natives also have 
entered upon the same work on their own 
account, 

On the 15th of November Mr. Goble started 
from Tokio in our Bible carriage, drawn by a 
horse, for Kioto and Osaka, going by the mid- 
land route, called the Nakasendo. He reached 
Lake Biwa, some 250 miles from Tokio, on the 
7th of December, having had much success in 
selling Scriptures. The snow and cold had 
delayed him, so that his travelling time was 
only about fifteen days, and he had sold on 
an average over Ioo Portions each of these 
travelling days. : 

Work in Osaka, mentioned above, prevented 
his reaching Kioto with the carriage till the 4th 
of January. He spent but one day—the 5th of 
January—in Kioto, and that day sold, unassisted 
by any one, 500 Portions, mostly Gospels and- 
Acts, the greatest number yet sold by any one 
individual in the same time in Japan; and this 
was in the city where it was recently questioned 
whether the Scriptures could be offered for sale 
in the streets, or, if offered, whether the people 
would dare to purchase. A few days before 
Mr. Goble’s arrival there, one of our native 
colporteurs had begun to sell Scriptures in the 
streets—a mode of work now fairly started in 
the ancient sacred capital. 

A paragraph from Mr. Goble’s journal will be 
of interest, regarding his first memorable day’s 
work in Kioto. He will again visit that city on 
his return from Osaka to Tokio by the Tokaido 
route. After having sold in two different places, 
before our two Bible stores, uninterrupted by 
the police, who passed and repassed through the 
crowds, he says: “ After this we drove to a little 
temple among the theatres. No sooner were we 
in position, than an immense throng filled every 
foot of available space all about us, in front of 
the temple, and the whole width of the street 
as far as I could see in either direction. I was 
alone in this vast multitude in this ancient 
capital, where some have supposed it would be 
impossible to preach and sell Scriptures in the 
public streets; but there was not a murmur of 
disapproval, and I felt moved to speak as I 
never did before—not even to the vast audience 
in Spurgeon’s Tabernacle in London, — After 
singing a few verses of a native hymn, I looked 
up to heaven, and taking the blue banner in my 
hand, held it steadily for the people to read, and 
then began, in the loudest voice I could raise, to 
tell them the meaning of the inscription upon it, 
“Glory to God in the highest.’ But | did not 
have time for a long talk before the calls for 
books and the pennies began to come so thick 
and fast that I could only get time for an ejacu- 
latory expression here and there. This con- 
tinued until sunset, when the cart began to look 
very empty; and being well tired out, without 
waiting for an entire cessation of calls for books, 
I drove away to the Ladies’ Mission Home.”

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PERSIA. 


OROOMIAH, Dec, 23, 1880, 


DEAR BROTHER:—The mails have been so 
irregular we have had little heart to write. 
Three times in succession lately, the messenger 
we sent had to return, because he could not get 
beyond a certain point. The way was infested 
by robbers. Twice he fell into their hands and 
they robbed him of what few things he had, and 
turned him back. He said he was thankful he 
escaped with his life. 

When I wrote you last I was still in hopes 
that the way would be opened, so I could take 
my contemplated tour south, as I have written 
you already. But three different times I asked 
permission from the authorities here to leave 
and for a guard, and they every time advised 
me strongly not to attempt to go, unless by the 
lake, and this would be even more perilous 
than by land, as they have only open boats. 
They said they could not be responsible for my 
safe conduct to Tabreez, as the roads were so 
dangerous. : 

We have passed through perilous times, but 
have been kept in perfect peace. We were in a 
strange situation. On the one hand, if the 
Sheikh showed us favour, then the Persians in 
the city were liable to rise up and murder us, 
because we were, as they said, in league with 
him. The Moolahs (Mussulman priests) and the 
Papists (Catholics) circulated all kind of false 
reports about us,and for a time there was so 
much talk about us, the people believing these 
wicked lies and slanders, it seemed very critical ; 
only a spark was needed to light the powder, 
and it might have all been over with us. For a 
mob here is even worse than one at home; 
they act and then think—and suffer the conse- 
quences. It is difficult for the people at home 
to realize how critical our situation is. But our 
great joy and comfort is in the Lord. He is 
mighty to save, and will. We are about Ais 
business, and success in his work means perse- 
cution and trials, as well as joy at the pros- 
perity. 

The Super Silar, the prime minister of Persia, 
is here now with a large army. He has sent 
forward to Tabreez most of his army, but will 
leave some 5,000 troops with cannon to be ready 
for a future attack. 

I have been having my colporteurs work 
among the soldiers selling Scriptures. They 
have to be very careful, however, how they 
work, lest a commotion be made, and even what 
liberty we have for selling the Scriptures, should 
be taken away, There is, nominally, no religious 
liberty as yet, in Persia, but we find abundant 
opportunities for circulating God’s word, and 
much willingness on the part of the people to 
hear it. The trouble comes from the Moham- 
medan Moolahs (or priests). Even among them, 
however, we find some to recommend our 
books. I am now getting ready a colporteur 
to send south, He will leave next Monday or 
Tuesday for a four or five months’ tour, 


January 20, 1881, 


I am leaving for Tabreez in the morning to 
look into the work there, and get it under good 
headway, and then I shall go on to Teheran. 
They are calling for me urgently at both places, 
and I hasten my departure on this acceunt. I 
filled an order for Scriptures to-day of over 


‘seventeen tomans ($34), for Russia, and a few 


days ago another order from one native here, 
for about fourteen tomans ($28). The sales 
for the past five months here amounted to only 
about fifteen tomans;.so there are some signs 
of progress. The city has been full of soldiers, 
but since the Super Silar’s departure (the former 
Grand Vizier of Persia), there are only about 
5,000 or 6,000 left, with a battery of six excelent 
cannon, breech-loaders and latest pattern, under 
the command of an Austrian, an experienced 
and brave officer. The report is that some 
60,000 soldiers will be sent to Azerbijan in the 
spring, and Oroomiah will have about 20,000 or 
more. It is also just reported that the Sheikh 
Abidoolah is coming down again on Oroomiah, 
etc., with an army of 200,000. His sons and others 
have been busy all winter in visiting or sending 
messengers to the Koordish chiefs to gather, 
and they have gone as far as Bagdad and Mosul. 
The prospect is not altogether bright, but God, 
in whom we trust, rules, and he will, I firmly 
believe, guard well his servants. So as we have 
trusted in him before, we shall also in time to 
come. In all this tumult and war, and rumours 
of war, our work, both missionary and Bible, 
goes forward; and we slack not our efforts one. 
whit. On the contrary, we feel like working all 
the more diligently. For we know not what is 
before us, or how long we shall be privileged to 
work for him. 
TABREEZ, Jan. 3. 

I arrived here last evening, after a very cold 
ride of eight hours. The day before, I rode ina 
snow storm for about three hours, and at night 
it snowed hard, but towards morning it cleared 
up, and the sun shone nearly all day; notwith- 
standing it was so cold that the breath froze on 
my beard nearly all day, and I had frequently 
to get off my horse and walk to keep warm. [| 
was on the road seven days, stopping at Salmas 
two days to look after the work in one of our 
sub-depositories. In crossing the mountain pass 
between Oroomiah and Salmas, I passed in the 
road two or three pools of blood; on inquiry 
the men with me said, it was where a party from 
Salmas going to Oroomiah were attacked by 
robbers. One man was killed; two others were 
wounded, but managed to get away, and the 
others escaped. But I met no robbers or Koords, 
and no harm. The people seemed surprised 
that I was willing to cross the pass at this time, 
because of the danger. But I told them, I was 
about the business of the King of kings, and it 
required me to go and come; | therefore trusted 
him to take care of me. And they were wit- 
nesses that he had, as I came over safely, while 
just two days before this man was killed, and his 
companions with difficulty escaped with their 
lives. They said it was true.

BITHYNIA, 


BisLe HousE, CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov, 26, 1880, 


I returned a few days since from my visit to 
Ada Bazaar and_other places in Bithynia. The 
roads were in a fearful state. The “king’s high- 
way ” was minus important bridges, full of mud- 
holes and impassable places. Our phaeton had 
no seats, and so we sat upon a thin wool cushion 
on the floor of the vehicle. Three minutes out 
of the city of Nicomedia we were floundering ~ 
in a mudhole, the axles of the wheels being out 
of sight, and our doubts being very great as to 
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whether the horses would get us out. After a 
great variety of experience, with sore muscles 
and aching bones, some two or three hours late, 
we reached the end of our journey and were 
warmly welcomed by the pastor of the Evan- 
gelical Armenian Church to his pleasant home. 
We spent two days in Ada Bazaar, in inter- 
course with the pastor and the principal brethren 
of the church. An effort was inaugurated to find 
out how large a number of the nominal Christian 
families in both the Armenian and Greek com- 

. munities are possessed of the word of God, and 
; how many are destitute. The same effort will 
be made in several other towns visited. It was 
my privilege to meet quite a large number of 
young men and urge them to take the divine 
word as the man of their counsel and the guide 
of their lives. The colporteur in that region was 
doing well. The marvel to me is great beyond 
expression that any books at all are sold. The 
people are growing poorer, the taxes are greatly 
increased, and the Circassians are still making 
depredations which take hold on the very life of 
the people. One of eur good brethren at Koord- 
beleng lost his horse with its load of merchan- 
dise and some one hundred dollars in money, 
taken from him by Circassians in a place sup- 
posed to be perfectly secure. We passed to 
and from Ada Bazaar unharmed, although we 
saw not a few hard-visaged Circassians whose 
thoughts were evidently on what they might find 
in our possession should they attempt a search. 
I trust that good te our work will be the result 
of the venture and the toil.

MEXICO, 


December 27, 1886. 


My Dear Sir:—I have at present but little 
of interest to write. We have plenty of books 
out, in commission and with colporteurs, but 
reports come in slowly. I employed Mr. Urufios 
as colporteur to work in Western Michoacan, but 
the books sent to him have been more than a 
month on the way, He was to begin work when 
they reached him; so that he will report no work 
for this quarter. I expect Colporteur Lopez from 
Toluca this afternoon. He will make a third trip 
to Jacala before returning to Tabasco. I translate 


4 -two,items which appeared in #7 Monitor Repub- 


licano, of Dec. 25th, as copied from La Rason, a 
paper published in Guadalajara: f : 

“A reverend cura of Toluquilla is now im- 
prisoned in the penitentiary by order of the dis- 
trict judge. His crime, which is the crime of all 
the curas, is that of having preached in that town, 
Santa Maria, and in Santa Ana de los Negros, the 
excommunication of all those parents who sent 
their children to the municipal schools, by which 
he has succeeded in entirely removing all the 
scholars from these schools, since the poor vil- 
lagers, ignorant, as the clergy intentionally keep 
them, do not and cannot know how ridiculous 
and harmless is such excommunication, a weapon 
uselessly employed now wherever free thought 
and investigation have penetrated as a light 
which dissipates darkness.” . 

The following item suggests the days of the 
Inquisition ; 

“ 4uto de Fé.—We \earn from a good source, 
that not long ago there was celebrated at the 
archbishop’s palace in this city afanadayeaete) 
an auto de fé, consisting of the burning of a 


countless number of Protestant, spiritualistic, 
and philosophic books, etc., that is to say, a 
multitude of works which the spirit of freedom 
has produced in these times of liberty, of light, 
and investigation. These books were gathered 
by the curas from all the parishes which form 
the diocese of Monsefior Loza.”’ 

You may thus see, as by the former article, 
that Rome wishes to deal with the Mexican free 
schools in the same manner as she would with 
the American, and also that, in some parts at 
least, of the republic, intelligent opposition is 
offered, 

I suppose that a large part of the Protestant 
books destroyed in the aufo de fé were Bibles. 
I am sorry to notice how little distinction is 
made by our Mexican editors between Protest- 
ants, Protestant books, etc., and the many other 
gospels which are not gospels, which have names 
in this land. As above, “Protestant books,” per- 
haps all Bibles, are spoken of as products of 
“these times of liberty,” etc. Indeed, while I 
was reading the above items in the morning 
paper, a well-dressed yeung man called at the 
Bible depot to ask if we had the books of the 
Spiritualists. The Mormons have three mission- 
aries here in the city of Mexico, who are ener- 
getically engaged in the printing and circulation 
of their books; one of them bears the name of 
Young. Yet, notwithstanding the many <Zszs 
with which our name is often linked by both 
classes of Mexican people—the superstitious and 
the indifferent—Protestantism is more and more 
respected. On Christmas eve, the largest audi- 
ence of Protestant people that 1 had ever seen 
in Mexico listened to an excellent oration on 
“ Education,” by Judge Altamirano of this city. 
He is not only a friend of progress but of Prot- 
estantism, and of our ways of teaching. 

In regard to colporteur work I am still looking 
for men—to find good men is the great difficulty 
in my work. We need more preachers to give 
us better established and better instructed Chris- 
tian workmen in all the other branches, but the 
Missions are commanded to retrench and the 
theological training is somewhat neglected. If 
I go with the Bible into new parts, as we have 
done in Tabasco, and the preachers fail to fol- 
low, the seed is choked as soon as it springs 
up by the various zsms ready to distort the truth. 
The Mormons have followers in Morelos. The 
Spiritists are strong in Tabasco.

ALABAMA AND WESTERN FLORIDA. 


The extremely inclement weather has greatly 
interfered with our work. 

I spent the third Sunday of January in Troy, 
Ala., where I preached in the morning and lec- 
tured at night, to large congregations, and organ- 
ized a Bible society. The collection amounted 
to $1oo. The mayor said to me, “I have never 
known anything in this town that has done so 
much good as the Bible meeting and the organi- 
zation of the Bible society.” The whole place 
seemed to be interested in the movement. 
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CALIFORNIA AND NEVADA. 

During the month, I visited Santa Barbara, 
Golita, San Diego, San Bernardino, Riverside, 
and Los Angeles. I was very cordially received 
as the representative of the American Bible So- 
ciety, at every place visited. Clergymen and 
others have given their heartiest co-operation, 
and the interest manifested in behalf of the 
work of the American Bible Society and the 
California Bible Society is very encouraging. 

I was much pleased with Rev. Antonio Diaz, 
late of Mexico and now a missionary of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church among the Span- 
iards in Los Angeles. During his labours the 
past year, he has, through the distribution of 
fifty-five copies of the Scriptures in Spanish and 
in preaching the gospel to his countrymen, been 
instrumental in gathering together some sixty 
Christian souls. This faithful man with his wife, 
who is an interpreter for him and a most devoted 
servant of Christ, will act during the coming year 
as Bible distributers in Los Angeles and vicinity. 


COLORADO, NEBRASKA, ETC. 


Notwithstanding the severity of the weather, 
the anniversaries last month were good. At 
Brownville, Central City, Grand Island, and 
Kearney, we had excellent meetings. The two 
latter auxiliaries were favoured by the Parent 
Society last year in the cancellation of their in- 
debtedness, and both expressed gratitude. The 
officers of Buffalo County Bible Society have 
commenced active service for the supply of the 
destitute, and expect to enlarge their work. 
With two depositories in working order, they 
think of adding a third, in a thriving town on 
the railroad. 

IOWA. 

I never had the cold affect me so much in my 
life. The extremes of the weather in this broad 
western world are very peculiar. 

The first Sabbath of January I spent at Medi- 
apolis and Kossuth, in Des Moines County, with 
the Yellow Springs Bible Society. This is a 
young, active, growing auxiliary, with officers 
stirring, intelligent, and liberal in their contribu- 
tions, with several good churches and live pas- 
tors. The congregations on this occasion were 
very large and enthusiastic, and their collections 
excellent. 


KENTUCKY, EASTERN AND MIDDLE TENNESSEE. 


The first Sunday of last month was spent with 
the Christian County Bible Society. The very 
large audience, composed of every Protestant 
church in the city, the liberal contributions made 
and the earnest work done, will give to this 
society a new departure in its good work. 

The second Sunday was spent with the Leb- 
anon and Vicinity Bible Society, Ky., at its anni- 
versary held in the Methodist Church. It was 
a very successful meeting, notwithstanding the 
snowstorm. Decided steps were taken for the 
canvass of the county. 

On the fifth Sunday, the fifty-eighth anniver- 
sary of the Louisville and Vicinity Bible Society 
was held in the College Street Presbyterian 
Church, Louisville.

OREGON AND WASHINGTON TERRITORY- 


January has not passed without some encour= 
aging results for the Bible cause. Méetings have 
been largely attended and collections have been 
liberal. The first Sabbath I spent in Benton 
County, Oregon, preaching in the morning at 
the Evangelical Church at Coriallis and in the 
afternoon at a schoolhouse some three miles in 
the country. In the evening I attended the anni- 
versary meeting of the Benton County Bible 
Society at the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
Coriallis, at which addresses were made by Rev. 
J. Bowerson, Rev. Mr. Starr, and myself. Col- 
lection for Bible cause, $21 95- . 

Sabbath, the 9th, was devoted to the interests 
of the Bible work at Albany, in Linn County, 
where I preached in the morning at the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. In the evening two 
popular Bible meetings were held in the United 
Presbyterian and Methodist Episcopal Churches 
respectively. The former was in charge of the 
Rev. S. G. Irvin, D.D., and was addressed by 
him and Rev. Messrs. Crawford, Harris, Condit, 
and your Superintendent. Collection, $31 75. 
The Rev. Dr. [. Dillon presided at the Methodist 
Episcopal meeting, and addresses were given by 
him and Rev. Messrs. Cantner, McFarland, and 
myself. On the 16th, I attended the annual meet- 
ing of the Clark County Bible Society, W. T. 
Addresses were made by Rev. L. A. Banks and 
myself, Collection, $20 26. Rev. Mr. Banks and 
Rev. Mr. Nicholson volunteered to canvass the 
city. Sabbath, the 3oth, I spent at New Tacoma, 
in Pierce County, W. T., where I delivered the 
annual address of the Pierce County Bible So- 
ciety in the Methodist Episcopal Church. Thirty- 
four dollars were received at this meeting for the 
Bible cause, and the next day I visited the busi- 
ness places in the town and collected $18 50 
additional. This is a new society, but it has 
done a good work and is increasing its annual 
contributions to the Bible work. 

My receipts for the month were $286 51. 


TEXAS. 

The annual report received from Williamson 
County Bible Society indicates that the annual 
meeting was well attended and the results en- 
couraging. So, also, the annual report from the 
San Antonio Bible Society. A new interest’ is 
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awakened in this auxiliary. For years past it 
has not accomplished a great deal and there was 
no general co-operation among the churches; 
but now there is united effort. One hundred 
dollars in money has been raised and a colpor- 
teur employed tor the city and vicinity. ‘This 
1S an important movement in a city like San 
Antonio. Its population is about 24,000, forty 
per cent. of which is English, thirty German, 
twenty-five Mexican, with some other nation- 
alities. The Protestant churches have in the 
aggregate about 800 members. 


UTAH, IDAHO, AND MONTANA TERRITORIES. 

The work of distribution is meeting with hearty 
approval and encouragement from all sides, and 
especially from the Mormon people. I am every- 
where welcomed into their churches and Sabbath 
schools, and. given opportunity to address the 
great congregations. 

We are organizing quarterly Bible meetings, 
and hope to awaken a general desire to read 
the word of the Lord. 


WESTERN VIRGINIA. 


_ The auxiliaries, committees, and churches vis- 
ited in January are comparatively poor, and, 
having been thoroughly canvassed, the deposi- 
‘tory sales have been moderate; but still, thirty 
dollars have been forwarded, besides what [ 
report and forward now. My collections are 
quite respectable in view of the fact that with 
one or two exceptions the churches are mainly 
dependent on home missionary or sustentation 
societies for support. Financially, I have a poor 
field. For colportage work there is a wide and 
effectual door opened; but it is so rugged and 
untravelable in winter as to defeat nearly all 
my efforts for accomplishing much; and five or 
six of my colporteurs who undertook a winter 
campaign have broken down. Then, too, re- 
peated violent storms have seriously delayed 
railroads and mails.

MONROE COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, MICH, 


This auxiliary held its sixtieth anniversary on 
Sabbath evening, Jan. 2d, 1881, at the Presby- 
terian Church ot Monroe. This society, organ- 
ized Jan. 1821, has had a continued existence, 
and is the oldest society in the State. The 
county. has been canvassed several times, and 
Sippfied so far as the people would receive 
the Scriptures.

The first quarterly meeting of this auxiliary 
was held at Provo City, on Sunday evening, 
Feb. 2oth, 1881. It was a large and enthusiastic 
meeting, held at the First Mormon Church of 
the city, under the auspices of the managers of 
the society. At an early hour the audience- 
room and galleries were crowded, and the meet- 
ing was promptly called to order by the presi- 
dent, R. C. Kirkwood. Special preparation had 


been made by the union of the various choirs, 
consisting of fifty or more persons, and their per- 
formance added largely to the interest of the 
occasion. After the opening remarks by the 
president, Bishop Smoot followed, and said he 
was gratified with the working of the society, 
and to all that had been done he gave his hearty 
approval. Dr. Fisher gave a stirring and inter- 
esting address. Rev. Geo. E. Jayne stated and 
answered some of the leading objections to the 
Bible, saying that it was God’s letter of love to 
the human family and the best book in the 
world. Mr. J. E. Booth repeated the poem, 
“The old Family Bible that lay on the stand,” 
and said that men were seeking earnestly after 
worldly wisdom, but had little of the fear of the 
Lord. Quoting from Blackstone, he declared 
eae | law, not based on-the Bible, must 
all.’ 

After a hymn by the Academy choir, Professor 
Maeser, of the Brigham Young Academy, in an 
earhest appeal for the Bible, said that all that 
was good in him, and all his success in life, was 
wholly attributable to the instructions he had 
received from the Bible in his childhood. 

The closing anthem made us feel that the 
meeting was too short, though it had continued 
with unabated interest for nearly two hours. 
An appropriate closing prayer was offered by 
the Kev. E. Smith, of Beaver, and the people 
returned to their homes, pleased with what they 
had heard, and with a higher appreciation of 
the Bible. All the other churches of the city 
were closed, in the interest of this meeting, and 
the society purposes to have such a meeting 
every three months. 


RACINE COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, WIS, 

The annual meeting of this auxiliary was held 
at the First Baptist Church in Racine, Sabbath 
evening, Dec. 19th, 1880, the president, L. Bradley, 
Esq., in the chair. Prayer was offered by Rev. 
Thomas Clithero, pastor of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, and a very able and instructive 
discourse was delivered by Rev. Dr. Eli Corwin, 
pastor of the Presbyterian Church, on the Eng- 
lish Bible previous to the age of Wycliffe. Rev. 
H. L. House, pastor of the Baptist Church, and 
the secretary, also took part in the services. 

The secretary’s report mentions the thor- 
ough canvass of the city during the past year; 
about 1,000 families and individuals were visited, 
175 cases of destitution supplied, 21 volumes 
were donated for the city public schools, and a 
supply provided for the schools throughout the 
county, thus continuing a work begun by the 
auxiliary several years ago. Bibles and Portions 
in English, German, Danish, Bohemian, and 
Welsh languages have been given to the county 
almshouse. 

The branches at North Cape, Dover, Rochester, 
and the Scandinavian Baptist Churches of Union 
Grove and Racine maintain organized Bible 
work, own the books of their depositories, 
amounting to about $110, and have distributed 
by sale about $73 44 worth of Bibles, etc. The 
continued liberality of Rev. J. C. Smith and 
family, of Franksville, is worthy of notice, though 
their donation of $80, being sent directly to the 
Parent Society does not appear in the treas- 
urer’s report. Including this amount, the total 


contributions of the year amount to about $160, 
with no expense of collection. The secretary 


further says: 


“The English Bible, as all right- 
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minded men agree, is the most glorious fact and 
factor of our Anglo-Saxon history during the 
half-thousand years gone by. It has been bought 
for us by tortures unto death of ‘the noble army 
of martyrs.’ , ‘ 

“Will not every one, then, give something to 
impart the heavenly boon to the destitute of our 
own county and country, to the millions of man- 
kind who now have it not, and through these to 
the swift-coming generations who will throng 
the earth long before another half-thousand 
years shall have passed away?”

A TRUE AUXILIARY, 

In connection with the publication of a “ Wyc- 
liffe Memorial Discourse,” by the late Rev. L. M. 
Glover, D.D., delivered at the recent anniversary 
of the Morgan County Bible Society, Ill., the 
following facts concerning the auxiliary men- 
tioned may be interesting to the readers of the 
Record: 


This society was organized in the year 1840, 
and became auxiliary to the American Bible 
Society in August of that year. Nearly fifteen 
thousand dollars’ worth of Bibles and portions of 
the Bible have been put in circulation in Morgan 
County and vicinity by this auxiliary since its 
organization. It is God’s word and shall not 
return unto him void. This society has by no 
means confined its labours and gifts to its own 
territory, but has had a large share in the gen- 
eral work of the Bible Society in spreading the 
glad tidings in our own and other lands. Eleven 
thousand four hundred and twenty dollars have 
been contributed to the work beyond its own 
bounds. Over twenty-seven thousand dollars 
have been sent by this auxiliary to the Parent 
Society during the forty years of its existence, 
in payment for books and as donations for the 
work elsewhere. All this in addition to the 
expense of agency, etc., in keeping its own field 
canvassed and supplied. This, it will be ob- 
served, is an average of over $675 per annum 
through all these years, 

In view of what has been done by the generous 
and devoted friends of this society in the past, 
shall not the future witness even greater zeal 
and liberality? 


THE SEED SPRINGING, 
One of our colporteurs, in Marion County, Ga., 
writes as follows: 


I called upon a family in the northwestern part 
of the county, and in answer to my usual in- 
quiries found that none of them were members 
ofany church; that they had no Bible and cared 
very little for it. On asking the head of the 
family if he would buy a Bible, he inquired, 
“Has it got any bread in it?” I said, “ Not the

lent me a helping hand. The people are reading 
the Bibles which I furnished them, and I can 
truly say that the cause of the Redeemer is 
moving forward in the salvation of immortal 
souls.”

It was a dark day for poor Dame Berigord. She 
was not the only woman in France, nor in the city 
of Lyons, who had been left desolate; but now her 
loneliness was not her only misery, for the-syolf

She sat dreary and companionless in her wretch- 
ed little fourth-story room, thinking that her cup 
of affliction was full, and that it were better if she 
had never been born. Her husband was not, her 
children were not, and misfortune threatened to 
take even her bread away. As if one thing more 
must be added to make her completely forlorn, she 
had no cheerful trustin God. Her ideas of religion 
were derived from blind ceremonies, and from the 
legends of the saints. She knew nothing of the 
personal Christ, who ever lives tocomfort his own.

In the midst of her gloomy thoughts her eyes fell 
upon a square of sunshine on the old wainscot at 
the back of theroom.

It appeared to frame some- 
thing in, and made the spot on the wall look like a 
panel. 

Dame Perigord gazed upon it till the sight began 
to divert her grief.

Grants of books were made to societies, 
churches, and individuals in more than twenty 
States of the Union, to the value of about $10,000. 
Appropriations, in funds, were made to the 
Society’s agencies in Turkey and Mexico, to

THE PRESIDENCY OF THE AMERICAN 
BIBLE SOCIETY. 

At their stated meeting on the 3d of March 
the Board of Managers by their unanimous vote 
elected to the office of President, SamUEL WELLS 
Wivuiams, LL.D., professor of the Chinese lan- 
guage in Yale College, and he has since an- 
nounced his acceptance of the position. 

The list of those who have filled this office 
during the last sixty-five years comprises eight - 
persons of distinguished ability, whose lives have 
been chiefly spent amid the institutions of our 
own country; we have now the satisfaction of 
greeting one whose main work for the welfare 
of the human race has been done in foreign 
lands, in various lines of study, authorship, and 
diplomacy. 

This nomination, so far as it has become 
known, has been considered a most fit one, and 
we are sure that Dr. Williams’s numerous friends 
in China and Japan, as well as in the United 
States, will take great satisfaction in his election 
to this office. 

For the information of readers of the Record 
who may not be familiar with his distinguished 
career, it is proper here to state that the newly 
elected President of the Society is a native of 
Utica, in this State, and that in his early man- 
hood, in 1833, he went to China under the auspices 
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| of the American Board to take charge of the 


Mission press at Canton, During a residence in 
that land of more than forty years, he became 
an editor, translator, and author, as well as a 
publisher. In 1844 he produced An English and 
Chinese Vocabulary in the Court Dialect, in 1856, 
a Tonic Dictionary of the Chinese Language in 
the Canton Dialect, and in 1874, a Syllabic Dic- 
tionary of the Chinese Language. Another most 
useful work, Zhe Commercial Guide, appeared 
in 1844, and passed to a fifth edition in 1863. In 
this country he became widely known by his work 
entitled The Middle Kingdom, first published in 
1848. A visit to Japan in 1837 to return some 
shipwrecked sailors, led him to the study of 
their language, and to the translation of certain 
books of Scripture into Japanese, which, how- 
ever, were never printed. He visited Japan again 
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with Commodore Perry in 1853, acting as his 
interpreter and subsequently as secretary of the 
United States legation. A few years later he aided 
in the negotiation of the treaty of Tientsin, and 
at a later date resided as secretary of legation at 
Peking. In 1875 he returned to this country, and 
since then resided in New Haven. He was made 
a Master of Arts by Union College in 1850, and 
Yale College conferred on him the degree of 
LU.D. ingi877. 

In this connection we cannot but recall with 
gratitude the memory of the eight gentlemen 
who have previously served the Society in this 
office. 

First among them was the Hon. Elias Boudinot, 
LL.D., elected in 1816, who wrote: “I am not 
ashamed to confess that I accept the appoint- 
ment of President of the American Bible Society 
as the greatest honour that could have been 
conferred on me this side the grave.” His 
munificent gift of $10,000 established on a per- 
manent basis the institution whose organiza- 
tion was due in large measure to his personal 
influence and his wise counsels; and the Society 
itself is a monument to his memory. 

His successor, the Hon. John Jay, had rendered 
even more conspicuous service to the State and 
the nation, both at home and abroad; and so 
highly was he respected by the Managers that 
they elected him President at the age of seventy- 
seven years, when his infirmities debarred him 
from active service and from regular attendance 
at the monthly meetings. 

When feeble health ‘constrained Mr. Jay to 
resign his office in 1828, Col. Richard Varick, 
who for three years had discharged the duties 
of Treasurer, was chosen to succeed him. He 
also had filled many offices of trust, besides 
serving in the army of the Revolution, and was 
universally esteemed. He died in office in 1831, 
having presided at most of the monthly meetings 
from 1825. 

Next in order was the Hon. John Cotton 
Smith, LL.D., of Connecticut, who having been 
a Vice President from 1816, was elected Presi- 
dent in 1831 and held the office for fifteen years, 
manifesting the deepest interest in the welfare 
of the Society. Only twice, while President, did 
he fail to attend the public anniversary, and to 
express with his own voice his desire for the 
universal diffusion of the Scriptures. He closed 
along and honourable career in 1845, at the age 
of eighty-one, having outlived almost all of 
those with whom he became associated thirty 
years before as officers or managers of the 
Society. : 

The Hon. Theodore Frelinghuysen, LL.D., 
after being a Vice President since 1830, was 
chosen President in 1846, and brought to the 
Society not only the influence of an eminent 
name, but the learning, the eloquence, the energy 
and the piety of a Christian scholar and states- 
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man. His position as a Senator of the United 
States, as Chancellor of the New York Uni- 
versity, as President of Rutgers’ College, and as 
presiding officer of the American Board and of 
the American Tract Society, indicates the esteem 
in which he was held. Though not regularly 
present at the monthly meetings of the Board, 
he presided for sixteen successive years at the 
public anniversary, and delivered an address 
appropriate to the occasion and the times. His 
death occurred in April, 1862. 

The Hon. Luther Bradish, LL.D., became a 
Vice President in 1847, and after Mr. Freling- 
huysen’s death was elected President, being 
then in his eightieth year. He had frequently 
been called to preside over the deliberations of 
the Board, a service which he always discharged 
with remarkable ability. The Managers  testi- 
fied that “no one had ever occupied the chair 
with greater dignity, with more uniform kind- 
ness and courtesy, or with more complete ability 
and skill in the fulfillment of all the duties of the 
office.” Less than a year, however, after his 
appointment to the presidency he departed this 
life, honoured and esteemed by ail. His last 
public act was one of fidelity to the Bible cause, 
coming from a distance to attend the stated 
meeting of the Managers only a few weeks before 
his last sickness began. 

James Lenox, Esq., who succeeded Governor 
Bradish, was elected a Manager in 1838, and in 
1853 became a Vice President. From 1864 to 
1871 he presided most acceptably over the So- 
ciety’s deliberations, and though he felt con- 
strained by the pressure of other duties to lay 
aside the responsibilities of office, he continued 
through life to be a warm friend of the Society 
and a munificent donor to its funds. His large- 
hearted philanthropy, and his unostentatious 
beneficence have led a great multitude to revere 
his memory. 

All these men have now passed away, each in 
a good old age. Wm. H. Allen, LL.D., the late 
President, after eight years of service, sought 
release last summer from further responsibility, 
for which his health was inadequate. In accept- 
ing his resignation the Managers showed their 
high appreciation of the dignity, ability, and 
fidelity with which he had discharged the duties 
of the office, by requesting him to allow his 
name still to remain on the list of Vice Presi- 
dents. There may it long appear!
